“ENTERESTING EXHIBITION. 
ON ‘SUNDAY. ;

C. Ssu Tu is a name which may 
have to be«reckoned with in the 
world of art, .. This young Cantonese 
was ‘born in-1002 in the Hoi Ping 
District, of Kwangtung,. and he has 
as yet had no real art training, even 
the pictures which have proved his 
| inspiration being known only from 
photographs and description.: 
His father is a portrait” painter 
in the Chinese style ‘gnd it is clear 
that: Ssu'Tu has profited by what. 
he bas seen of bis father's. work, 
| There is an undercurrent of thé 
| Chinese caligraphical’ technique in 
a large proportion of the son’s 
paintings an i he starts, moreover, 
with the ‘inheritance of that sense 
of true composition: which is so 
characteristic of Chinése and Japan- 
ese art. .But there the Chineso in-: 
‘fluence ends and Ssu Tu’s expres- 
sion is typically that of the West. 

This ‘technique especially in his 
oils has been compared “by a’ critic 
in Shanghai, where he held s 
similar exhibition to that-on view 
hat thé offices of the Ban Lui 
Magazine yesterday, to Mancini 
but, in.my opinion, if is far nearer 
that. of Gauguin, the strangest 
figure. of the 19th century French 
Impressionists. There is the same 
love’ of strong eager on 
bright colours, the same disregard 
of chisroscuro. and like Gauguin 
be has ‘found inspiration in ‘the 
tropics. 5 

‘Mancini, it is true, was one ofthe 
first painters to build up his colours 
and use mass-of pigment: as ‘a 
factor in expression but Mancini’s 
palette was essentially ‘sombre and 
he ‘was. nbove all distinguished for 
his striking use of black, a colour 
quite foreign to-the art of Gauguin 
or to that of this’ young, Cantonese. 
artist. . : 

Tt is a ¥ery great pity that Mr. 
Ssu Tu only gave Hong Kong one 
day in which to’see his work, for he 
has put all bis cards on the table 
and the exhibition. shows his deve- 
Jopment and his~ struggles in a 
number of different media. There 
are oils and water colours, portraits 
and landseapes, 
finished sketches in pencil, char- 
coal and with the Chinese brush. 
On those four small walls are the. 
works of an artist in the making. 
There are pictures which show ‘an 
extraordinary fire “of . genius, and 
others, moré ‘dangerous {o ‘his 
future, which show that ‘he basa. 
gift of imitation, : : 

As &.painter his chief claim to, 
distinction is at present his intense 
interest in light. He loves to paint 
face au jour’ and his ‘work reflects 
the dazzle’ of the ‘sun. “That his 
pre-oceupation with: the effect of 


strong sunlight on colour has led}: 


him to forget the value,of mass'and 
shadow is but natural in so enthus- 
jastic and’ untrained an artisty but 
it does nothing to detract from the 
vivid character. of his inspiration. 

« Mr, Ssu Tu is going next month, 


d|to Paris to study painting and one 


cannot but feel that there his fate 
“hangs in the “balance. Far away 
from the brilliant sonlight of Siam, 
where most of .his work has been 
done, and his own native Kwang- 
tung: he may lose this delight in 
light and’ colour.

SEVEN KILLED IN FACTORY,
